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Welcome to Issue 15 of Back 
to Prabhupada (BTP). In this 
issue our cover story highlights 
the amazing impactBTP has had 
in such a short time, from being 
a supposedly unknown, rene- 
gade magazine to a journal which 
is recognised as being essential 
to ISKCON's intellectual vitality 
(please see page 12). 

In the Srimad-Bhagavatam, 
Srila Prabhupada states: 

"The mass of people follow the 
example of a leader in society and 
imitate his behavior. They accept as 
evidence whatever the leader ac- 
cepts. People in general are not very 
advanced in knowledge by which 
to discriminate between religion 
and irreligion. The innocent, unen- 
lightened citizen is like an ignorant 
animal sleeping in peace with its 
head on the lap of its master, faith- 
fully believing in the master's pro- 
tection." {Srimad-Bhagavatam 6.2.4-5) 

ISKCON devotees, of course, 
will preach on the basis of this 
and other statements to point out 
how Godless society is, and there- 
fore the general populace must 
accept Krishna consciousness for 
enlightenment. But the above 
statement today applies most ac- 
curately not to the Godless soci- 
ety outside ISKCON's walls, but 
actually to ISKCON itself. For it is 
ISKCON which is claiming more 
than anyone else to be able to 
"discriminate between religion 
and irreligion", but which is actu- 
ally following the examples and 
imitating the behavior of its un- 
authorised guru leaders by blind- 
ly accepting as evidence whatev- . 
er its members are told, faithful- 
ly believing in the protection of 
these unauthorised, fallible gurus. 
BTP has demonstrated, and con- 
tinues to demonstrate with each 
issue, that ISKCON today is unable 
to discriminate between truth (re- 
ligion) and illusion (irreligion). BTP 
continues to present mountains 
of documented evidence of how 
badly ISKCON has strayed from 



Srila Prabhupada's instructions, 
as the original deviation of perpe- 
trating the Great Guru Hoax has 
expanded into other deviations 
of commercialisation, secularisa- 
tion, Hinduisation, demigod wor- 
ship, offending Srila Prabhupada, 
lying, cheating etc, all mired in 
and based on mass contradiction. 
And nothing we have stated has 
ever been refuted. On the contra- 
ry, as we saw from the statements 
of HH Prahladananda Swami in 
the last issue, and now His Grace 
Kripamoya prabhu in this issue 
(p. 12), our conclusions are be- 
ing confirmed more and more. 
If ISKCON itself is in illusion, then 
there is no point preaching, oth- 
erwise we run the risk of mislead- 
ing everyone else. Unless we are 
firmly and completely established 
in the truth ourselves, there is no 
use to just going on 'preaching': 

"Yes, you have got the right 
idea when you say that your 
preaching work shall be directed 
toward the children and the devo- 
tees and not so much to the Dallas 
public. We may thin the milk till it 
becomes useless, or we may boil it 
until it becomes thick and sweet, so 
now we have got enough followers, 
let us train them up perfectly in the 
philosophy and activities of Krsna 
Consciousness way of life. Unless all 
of my students become very much 
fixed up in their spiritual progress, 
what is the use of so many pro- 
grams for expansion?" 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, June 20th, 1 972) 
Thus the issues raised by The 
Final Order and BTP are not sim- 
ply "fault-finding", but rather go 
to the very heart of what the 
Krishna consciousness move- 
ment is supposed to stand for, 
and as Professor Kim Knott states 
in her Foreword to The Final Order, 
"every devotee has a real stake in 
the matter". These issues need to 
be settled before one can con- 
sider oneself as faithfully carry- 
ing on Srila Prabhupada's mis- 
sion. Indeed, the IRM contends 



that a movement which claims 
to be following the teachings 
of Srila Prabhupada but which 
at the same time outlaws Srila 
Prabhupada as the Guru to whom 
one exclusively surrenders, is not 
actually Srila Prabhupada's mis- 
sion at all! ISKCON is supposed to 
be preaching the truth to others, 
and yet by its own admission its 
leaders do not have the foggiest 
idea of the truth themselves on 
the most fundamental of issues. 

What is Srila Prabhupada's 
position? "Er, we are still 're- 
searching' this, and have set up a 
'committee' to examine the issue!" 
{see BTP Issue 13, "GBC debates 
Srila Prabhupada's position - 30 
years on"). 

Does a person have to get 
re-initiated if their guru falls? 
"Er, we are still 'researching' this, 
and have set up a 'committee' to ex- 
amine the issue! (see BTP Issue 11, 
"GBC Resolutions 2006 fiasco"). 

How are initiations sup- 
posed to go on? "Er, we do not 
currently even have a position pa- 
per, good or bad, regarding this, 
since we had to ignominiously 
withdraw the paper we did have, 
since it was full of "lies", and instead 
replace it with a statement of belief 
which simply said 'we are gurus be- 
cause we believe we are'"! {see BTP 
Special Summary Issue, "GBC de- 
feated by The Final Order"). 

And so on and so on (see all 
previous BTP issues!). As Srila 
Prabhupada so wonderfully sums 
up: 

"You cannot teach your own 
people, and you are going to teach 
others. "Physician heal thyself." " 
(Srila Prabhupada Morning 
Walk, April 7th, 1975).

In our last issue (see QNN, BTP 
14), we reported the shock- 
ing decline into extreme profani- 
ties and attacks on the process of 
Krishna consciousness by the co- 
founder of ISKCON's Great Guru 
Hoax, Satsvarupa Das (hence- 
forward referred to in this article 
as "SD", and formerly known as 
Satsvarupa Das"Goswami", mean- 
ing "master of the senses", be- 
fore his illicit affair with a married 
woman). 

Shockingly, as we now show 
below, SD has added mundane 
sex literature to his use of extreme 
profanities: 

"Bold as she was, she placed 
his hands on her breasts. She 
then kissed him and placed 
her tongue in his mouth. His 
tongue also entered hers. She 
embraced him and by now he 
had a half erection [...] Braja 
dasa sat down and calmed his 
genitals [...] He didn't want to 
stick his genital into some well- 
formed beauty star. He wanted 
Sandy. And he had heard from 
a Godbrother who worked as a 
physical therapist that a man 
could even have sexual inter- 
course with a paraplegic [...] It's 
not just a sticking in of a penis 
into a vagina. It's the being to- 
gether in the touching and the 
embracing that lead up to the 
mechanics and the orgasm." 
(Sanatorium, Gita Nagari Press, 2005, 
Satsvarupa Das, p. 360, 361, 420) 

The above is only a small rep- 
resentative sample, as we have re- 
produced the minimum neces- 



sary to prove our point. The book 
actually contains much more by 
the way of such "sex literature" 
and profanities. 

Some may wonder at the rel- 
evance of continuing to expose 
SD's deviations, since following 
his falldown, it is assumed he was 
removed as acting as a diksa guru 
in ISKCON. However, he is only 
barred from taking new disciples. 
For the disciples he already has, it 
is "guru business" as usual, as ev- 
idenced by the pictures on his 
website of his Vyasa-Puja held in 
Mexico last year. (Vyasa-Puja is 
a festival where the guru is wor- 
shipped as "good as God" by his 
disciples). More relevant, howev- 
er, is the fact, as mentioned pre- 
viously, that a personality who is 
considered to be one the leading 
gurus in ISKCON, HH Bhakti Cam 
Swami ("BCS"), continues to as- 
sert that SD is "undoubtedly a 
very advanced devotee". Clearly 
therefore, it is necessary to dem- 
onstrate that neither is SD in a po- 
sition to remain as diksa guru, and 
more importantly, by his inability 
to discriminate between a "very 
advanced"and fallen devotee, nor 
is BCS. 

Srila Prabhupada has many 
times condemned such sex liter- 
ature as being against the princi- 
ples of Krishna conscious life (nat- 
urally, we have had to highlight 
the above extracts from SD's book 
to expose such "guru" deviation): 

"We should not waste our 
time simply reading these all 
nonsense literatures, sex lit- 
eratures. Simply wasting their 
time. Tad vayasam tirtham. To 
read nonsense ordinary litera- 
ture and books or newspaper 
is compared just like the pleas- 
ure place of the crows [...] What 
is there in the sex literature? 
There is no new information; 
the same sex life, that's all." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, July 1 2, 1 969). 

Amazingly, SD has the audac- 



ity to dedicate such "crow's liter- 
ature" to Srila Prabhupada, and 
wishes that such sex literature is 
widely read around the world: 

"Most of all I acknowledge 
my spiritual master. His Divine 
Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada [...] I pray 
that Sanatorium pleases him 
and that he blesses it to be 
widely read around the globe." 
[Sanatorium, Gita Nagari Press, 2005, 
Satsvarupa Das, 'Acknowledgements') 

Clearly, any sane devotee 
would ask why SD, a "renounced" 
monk in his mid-60s, having just 
one year prior to the publica- 
tion of this graphic novel been 
exposed in an illicit affair with a 
married woman, is still regarded 
by BCS as a "very advanced devo- 
tee" and an initiating guru succes- 
sor to Srila Prabhupada? 

Such blatant deviation from 
the bona fide spiritual master's 
instructions, and the subsequent 
moral and spiritual degradation 
that follows thereafter, is only to 
be expected when one tries to re- 
place the spiritual master and oc- 
cupy his seat without any author- 
isation, as SD and his fellow guru 
hoaxers have done: 

"One should not imitate the 
behavior of an advanced devo- 
tee or maha-bhagavata without 
being self-realized, for by such 
imitation one will eventually 
become degraded." 
{Nectar of Instruction, Text 5, purport) 



Temple banning makes news 
headlines 

In QNN 14, we reported on 
the lie that Gauri Das, Temple 
President of ISKCON UK head- 
quarters Bhaktivedanta Manor, 
had told the British press in re- 
gards to the banning of IRM dev- 
otees from the temple. He stated 
that: 



"No one is 'banned' from the 
temple, except where they ex- 
clude themselves by disturbing 
the worship of others. Anyone 
is welcome to visit the Manor so 
long as they do not disturb the 
peace of others or prevent oth- 
ers from using the temple." 
(Gauri Das, press statement, 
December 8th, 2006) 

We demonstrated that this 
was an outright fabrication since 
IRM supporters have received let- 
ters from Gauri Das stating that 
they are banned simply for their 
"agreeing with the views and 
publications" of the IRM; in ef- 
fect, they are guilty of a "thought 
crime". Below we see another me- 
dia report on the temple banning 
issue which has made headlines 
on some of the prominent Indian 
news websites such asZee News 
and Yahoo India. Note how the 
reporter has also realised that 
Gauri Das may be lying regarding 
the banning: 



Temple tension in 
Hertfordshire 






London, Jan 25: According to 
reports in the British press, there 
is increasing concern over what 
is going on at a Hindu temple 
in Hertfordshire, just north of 
London. 

"So-called anti-Hindu inci- 
dents involve the police being 
called in to remove devotees, 
who have then been banned 
from entering the premises of 
the Bhaktivedanta Manor temple 
near Watford," the Eastern Eye re- 
ported. 

And, as Arjun Malik, spokes- 
man for the campaign group 
Hindu Human Rights, told the pa- 
per: "There have been a number 
of strange reports about the tem- 
ple over the last few months. The 
idea of banning someone from of- 
fering prayers at a temple just be- 
cause you disagree with their way 
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of thinking is a completely anti- 
Hindu principle. Hindu temples 
have always been open to every- 
one, be it any faith or thinking". 

It seems that the manor, gift- 
ed as a temple by the late great 
George Harrison of Beatle fame, 
and, incidentally, recently visit- 
ed by David Cameron, leader of 
the conservative party, has been 
the victim of philosophical differ- 
ences caused by the activities of 
the ISKCON Revival Movement. 
(ISKCON-IRM). 

This body was set up some 
three years ago to take ISKCON 
back to its roots and restore the 
teachings of the movement to 
what they were under the found- 
er, Srila Prabhupada. 

ISKCON [IRM] wants Srila 
Prabhupada as the sole guru of 
the entire movement and this is 
where the argument starts, be- 
cause other members, including 
the president oftheBhaktivedanta 
temple, Gauri Dasa, disagree. 

Dasa has now been accused 
of allowing force to be used 
against the revivalists but he told 
the Eastern Eye that: "It is just a 
splinter group which has a differ- 
ent opinion on the issue of suc- 
cession. This temple is a place of 
peace and worship. It is open to 
everyone, Hindu, Muslim or athe- 
ist. But if someone is disrupt- 
ing the peace of the place then 
we have to ask them not to en- 
ter. These were a few isolated inci- 
dents and no ban is in force now". 

Despite these protestations 
of innocence, a senior media ex- 
ecutive and active member of 
ISKCON-IRM, and who wished to 
remain anonymous, said that: "I 
am actually in the midst of nego- 
tiating my ban from entering the 
Bhaktivedanta temple". They can't 
both be right, but let us hope that 
the dispute is sorted out amicably 
and quickly before further dam- 
age is done to the reputation of 
the temple and its devotees.

We can see that the "the 
damage being done to the 
reputation of the temple and 
its devotees" will continue as 
long as Gauri Das insists on 
banning worshipers for their 
beliefs, and then lying about 
this banning as well, with the 
media continuing to highlight 
the story.

As we see from the report, HH 
Lokanath Swami speaks for a full 
7 nights from Srila Prabhupada's 
magnum opus Srimad- 

Bhagavatam to a large audience. 
By this activity he acquires a 
swarm of "fans", who then buy 
these same books. However, 
the catch is that rather than tell 
these eager purchasers of Srila 
Prabhupada's books about the 
literary glories of the real author, 
Lokanath Swami does a daring 
switch and spends several hours 
autographing the books HIMSELF! 
Any publishing or bookselling 
organization will tell you that 
a book signing session is done 
by the author, as the following 
definitions make clear: 

"Book signing is the affixing of 
a signature to the title page or 
flyleaf of a book by its author." 

"A book signing is an event, 
usually at a bookstore or library 
where an author sits and signs 
books for a period of time." 

Being unable to write his own 
books with the same potency 
as Srila Prabhupada, Lokanath 
Swami does the next best thing; 
he rides on the coat-tails of 
Srila Prabhupada, using Srila 
Prabhupada's books to extract as 
much mileage and followers as 
he can, and then signs the same 
books as if he were the author! 

This seems to be a disturb- 
ing trend among ISKCON's gurus, 
with HH Indradyumna Swami also 
admitting to being approached to 
sign Srila Prabhupada's books:

My story begins in the late 
1 970s when, as a young fac- 
tory worker on my lunch break, 
I was stopped when hurrying 
through the small English town 
of Maldon and had a small book 
thrust in my hands. To get free 
from an unwanted conversation 
I handed over some money and 
quickly got away after being pre- 
sented with a second free book. 
Upon returning to my home, the 
books were tucked away without 
a second glance. 

Many years later I was shar- 
ing a house with the members of 
a rock band I was in, which at the 
time was my main passion, along 
with the usual drinking and drug- 
taking, but I was at least by then a 
strict vegetarian. Some time lat- 
er, being an avid reader during my 
lunch breaks at work, I had sud- 
denly run out of reading matter, 
and I remembered I had some old 
paperbacks tucked away, and in- 
deed among the trash novels I saw 
the two yellowing books I received 
in the street many years ago. The 
author of the books was called His 
Divine Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada. After read- 
ing just the first few pages, I had 
a life-changing revelation, and it 
was like Prabhupada was physi- 
cally present before me to instruct 
me, and I knew I had to contact his 
ISKCON movement. However, the 
address in the back of the book 
was for the temple in London's 
Bury Place which by then had 
ceased to exist! I was frustrated 
and desperate to learn more. 

Two weeks passed and myself 
and the rest of the band went off 
on holiday to Scotland, and after 
driving for some hours we pulled 
into a service area for a break. 



As I sat in the car whilst the oth- 
ers went to get some drinks and 
snacks, suddenly there was a 
knock on the window from some- 
one selling something. I wound 
down the window and was pre- 
sented with Bhagavad-gita As It 
Is. I read this cover to cover, and 
when I returned from holiday, to 
the horror of my mates, I was by 
now a completely different per- 
son. I stopped drinking, smok- 
ing and taking drugs, and then 
ordered chanting beads and pic- 
tures from the publisher BBT, and 
started chanting and offering my 
food to Krishna. I had finally un- 
derstood the futility of my time- 
wasting lifestyle and the time 
was now right to put my real self- 
interest to the fore by obeying 
Srila Prabhupada, who alone had 
opened my eyes with the tran- 
scendental knowledge by which 
to save myself. 

My days with the band and 
all my old friends were now num- 
bered. After some months stud- 
ying the Gita and working on 
building up my chanting, I start- 
ed corresponding with His Grace 
Kripamoya Das, the head of con- 
gregational preaching for the 
British Isles (see article on page 
12 - ed.), offering my service. He 
asked me to try to start a preach- 
ing group in my local area and 
also gave me the contact address 
of a couple of older devotees who 
were also running a preaching 
group not so far from where I lived 
(incidentally, these older devotees 
would soon become my future in- 
laws!). Realising the small town in 
which I lived had very limited po- 
tential for preaching, for the sake 
of pushing on Srila Prabhupada's 
mission I decided to break my ties 
with friends and family and relo- 
cate to the larger county town of 
Chelmsford, in Essex, which is in 
South East England. 

Those were exciting days. The 
Temples seemed exotic, and the 
rituals, kirtan and Deities spell- 



binding. I met my now close 
friend and fellow IRM member, 
Tina, through Kripamoya prabhu, 
and with her boundless energy 
and enthusiasm the Chelmsford 
group began to slowly expand, 
and also we were attending the 
rapidly growing group being run 
by my future in-laws. By the tone 
of the ISKCON UK congregation 
newsletters it seemed many oth- 
er groups were booming, and I 
had lots of new devotee friends. 
In addition, I began to take the 
instructions of the Gita serious- 
ly, and began to donate a signif- 
icant proportion of my income 
to help Kripamoya prabhu's con- 
gregational preaching program, 
construction of the new road at 
Bhaktivedanta Manor, and the 
Soho Street (Central London) and 
Liverpool Temples, via month- 
ly donations, as well as sizeable 
yearly donations for Rathayatra 
and Janmashtami festivals. All 
this financial support entitled me 
to be one of the very few west- 
erners to attend the prestigious 
annual 'Patron' and 'Sevak 1 din- 
ners for both the Manor and Soho 
Street Temples. As you can imag- 
ine I was held in high regard as a 
donor, and I also became one of 
the congregational leaders, and 
became very active in attending 
UK congregational leaders' meet- 
ings, as well as participating in 
many harinama (chanting) parties 
all over the South of England. 

I was also very active in doing 
service at the annual Glastonbury 
rock festival preaching programs 
as well as many other events, so 
very quickly I became known to 
most of the full-time and congre- 
gational devotees. 

But dark clouds were soon 
gathering on the horizon. I slowly 
learned that many gurus who had 
taken over after Srila Prabhupada's 
departure had fallen, but now 
"everything was fine"! Also my 
own early enthusiasm and rap- 
id "advancement" had hit a brick 



wall, and all my old desires be- 
gan to resurface. I began to sus- 
pect that the devotees were not 
as pure as they presented them- 
selves to be, and on top of all this 
I was being pushed to accept a 
"living guru". So I began attend- 
ing many of the classes of the vari- 
ous spirtual masters but although 
they seemed knowledgeable, 
they could not attract me like Srila 
Prabhupada, even though it was 
suggested to me that if I did not 
take initiation soon, I would fall 
from spiritual life. 

It was around the early '90s 
that I first heard the "ritvik" word, 
and even though I didn't even 
bother to find out what it was 
about, I followed what I was told, 
feeling the "ritw'/cs" were another 
cause of ISKCON's troubles and in- 
directly my own. 

Because I liked to read 
Prabhupada's books I was able to 
carry on, but slowly the downhill 
slide in my spiritual enthusiasm 
continued, and by then my 
mother-in-law and brother-in-law 
had taken initiation from ISKCON 
guru Radhanath Swami. Also, 
with time the congregational 
groups dwindled and the 
meetings became stale, and 
eventually my own group never 
grew beyond a small core group, 
with many others leaving the 
movement. And the deviations 
from Srila Prabhupada's standards 
by the movement became more 
obvious, even through my rose- 
tinted glasses.

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By the start of the new cen- 
tury I could only find solace in 
Prabhupada's books, but my 
chanting was lacklustre and the 
meetings staggered on, with 
sometimes only three of us turn- 
ing up. There was no real taste 
any more. Then in Autumn 2003 
a small magazine called 'Back To 
Prabhupada' (BTP) arrived. It was 
from thoserifw'/c people, and co- 
incidentally just a few days before 
receiving the magazine a sen- 
ior devotee had told me that the 
ritviks were no more than 2 to 3 
troublemakers. But I immediate- 
ly wondered how so few trou- 
blemakers could produce and fi- 
nance such a nice looking maga- 
zine? I was tempted to read the 
magazine, but at the same time 
my ISKCON "training" kicked in, 
and I also felt like it would be an 
"offence" to read it. Eventually, 
however, my curiosity got the bet- 
ter of me, and so risking my very 
soul I began to read it. From just 
the first few pages it was obvious 
that this was a well-researched 
presentation, reproducing his- 
torical records which I had never 
seen before, answering all possi- 
ble objections to the plain facts in 
a masterful display of logic. And 
the fact this information had been 
kept from me for all these years 
made me feel angry. I had been 
duped, probably by those whom 
I thought had my best interests at 
heart, for the second time in my 
life. I was jolted and after I had 
read The Final Orderi was totally 
convinced. 

I needed time to get my head 
around this information of seismic 
proportions, so I halted all ISKCON 
devotee association after around 
twelve years of actively engag- 
ing in the ISKCON lifestyle. Later 
on, I attended my first IRM meet- 
ing. It was like a breath of fresh 
air, with the kirtan exhilarating 
and theprasada wonderful. And 
even better, the next meeting was 
to be headed by Krishnakant him- 
self. The day the first part of my 
journey in spiritual life ended, 
and the day the new part began, 



was to arrive. At the meeting, 
Krishnakant gave a class on how 
to prove Srila Prabhupada was the 
Guru for the lifetime of ISKCON in 
just one sentence, and I was im- 
mediately struck by the power of 
his logic and voice and how he 
could defeat all attempts of the 
devotees playing devil's advo- 
cate without hesitation and with 
humor. When reading his book 
The Final Order I was intellectu- 
ally convinced of his arguments, 
but by meeting him I could better 
understand how he was qualified 
to represent Srila Prabhupada. I 
then had a chance to have a few 
words with Krishnakant during 
which he advised me to reacti- 
vate the ISKCON Chelmsford con- 
gregation group under the IRM 
banner. Considering this instruc- 
tion as good as direct orders from 
Prabhupada himself, I steeled 
myself for the job in hand. How 
would the group members take 
my change of direction? 'Ritvik' 
was a dirty word to any one con- 
nected to ISKCON, and any one 
propagating this idea is consid- 
ered a heretic, so I first explained 
to my wife that I could now put us 
in total isolation from our friends 
and her own family if people re- 
acted adversely to my new stand. 
But that I had to follow the truth 
as I saw it, and as a good wife she 
confirmed that as my wife, to her 
I was more important than any 
other considerations. I also de- 
cided to stop funding the maya 
(false) ISKCON, and instead do- 
nate the funds to help print the 
BTP magazine. 

So I put all our group mem- 
bers on the BTP mailing list, and 
in the majority of cases the mem- 
bers were horrified to read about 
the massive hoax going on un- 
der the name of Prabhupada's 
great boon to human society, 
ISKCON. They were very thank- 
ful to know the truth and there- 
fore agreed to revive the congre- 
gational meetings. Though I did 
receive less than complementary 
words from some "devotees", and 
others just decided to distance

themselves from my association. 
As far as my in-laws were con- 
cerned, obviously they were not 
happy, being confirmed adher- 
ents of the current guru set-up, 
but apart from occasional heat- 
ed debates we continue to see 
each other as they are basically 
non-fanatical, nice devotees. We 
started our first meetings in 2006, 
and one change was that we reg- 
ularly show Srila Prabhupada's 
DVDs, which had been donated 
to us by the London IRM group. 
Straightaway people started to 
turn up with new contacts, before 
we had even put any effort into 
expanding the group! For years 
we were taught in the ISKCON 
congregational preaching mag- 
azines how to find and enthuse 
people to start preaching, but 
it never worked in practice. But 
now we are working for Krishna's 
current representative and achar- 
ya for the respiritualisation of so- 
ciety, Srila Prabhupada, the group 
is meeting with more people than 
before, and even up to the time 
of writing people who had had 
no contact with the Hare Krishna 
movement for many years back, 
are now mystically turning up and 
contacting us. 



Also, we have begun ex- 
panding our preaching outside 
of Chelmsford and currently we 
are concentrating on Romford, 
which is the home of the now de- 
funct first "Nama Hatta" (congre- 
gational) group in the UK. We go 
there every Saturday for ecstatic 
har'mama (public chanting) and 
book distribution in the city cen- 
tre, with great success. We have 
also held meetings in, and have 
contacts with devotees, from all 
the major areas of population in 
the Southeast UK. 

So now I am just one small 
part of this great mission, but 
every day my appreciation for 
Srila Prabhupada and his true 
followers grows, and thanks to 
Krishnakant prabhu we in the 
southeast UK have the good for-

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ISKCON and government schools: what Srila 
Prabhupada said 

ISKCON is currently involved in operating a number of schools which are not standard gurukulas [Hare Krishna schools), but are 
ordinary schools teaching the state sanctioned curriculum so that the students can acquire recognised examination qualifications 
(with some "Krishna consciousness" thrown in). However, Srila Prabhupada only sanctioned the opening of gurukulas where children 
would be trained full-time to become devotees, and never sanctioned that ISKCON should be involved in the mundane education 
business, running government- approved schools. On the contrary, he stated that this should not be done: 



Srila Prabhupada outlaws 
government school syllabus in 
ISKCON 

"As soon as possible we should 
open our own school and teach 
children KC through English me- 
dium, that is one of our programs. 
Our school will not be govern- 
ment recognized because we can- 
not follow the government sylla- 
bus. We want to teach only Krishna 
Consciousness. [. . .] If we can intro- 
duce this system, our girl disciples 
may be engaged for teaching them: 
a little English grammar, reading 
and writing, geography, arithme- 
tic, history, Sanskrit, but all of them 
should be Krishna Conscious-that 
is Bhagavata program: kaumaram 
acarer prajno dharman bhagava- 
tan iha" 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 12/4/72) 

"So far the school of Sumati 
Morarji, make the children into 
Vaisnavas through English medi- 
um of learning. We are not going to 
abide by the government schedule. 
They should be taught our books as 
soon as they can read and write." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 30/7/72) 

Srila Prabhupada forbids 
government schools in ISKCON 

Gopala Krsna: "I was thinking, 
Srila Prabhupada, we should get 
this gurukula accepted by the 



government also..." 

Prabhupada: "No, no, no. 
Never do that." 
(Conversation, 25/10/72) 

Indian Man: "Is this a govern- 
ment-recognized college now?" 

Prabhupada: "No. Government 
recognition means we have to 
abide by the orders of government. 
We cannot teach Bhagavad-gita 
only or Bhagavata. Butouraim is to 
teach... We have got another school 
in Dallas for small children. There 
we are Sanskrit, teaching Sanskrit 
and English. Yes." 
(Room conversation, 12/9/73) 

Prabhupada: Therefore we 
have to follow the sastra. Then it 
will be possible. Brahmacari gu- 
ru kule..." 

Indian lady: "Christian has 
their own government schools eve- 
rywhere. And we can have our own 
Krsna consciousness school." 

Prabhupada: "Yes. We are 
having our own all over the world. 
We don't follow the government 
regulations." 

(Room Conversation, 5/1/77) 

Government curriculum is 
"useless" 

"We haven't got to take any 
help from the government by get- 
ting so-called accreditation. If out- 
siders want to send their children to 



us, it will not be for their accredita- 
tion, but because they will get the 
best education for relieving them of 
all anxieties of material life and for 
this education the government has 
no idea." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 7/3/72) 

Prabhupada: "Government 
curriculum is useless." 
(Conversation, 24/6/77) 

Gurudasa: "We would not do 
anything with the government if 
they restricted our curriculum. . ." 

Prabhupada: "Yes [...] So we 
are not going to follow the universi- 
ty curriculum, no. We have got our 
own." 
(Conversation, 25/1 0/72) 

ISKCON education should not 
turn into an "ordinary school" 

"Now in Mayapur there are two 
much important programs, name- 
ly, first of all, a school must be start- 
ed in English medium. The chil- 
dren may work in the temple com- 
pound for gardening and cleans- 
ing, then they shall attend class. If 
they are given sufficient comfort, 
they will stay with us and devel- 
op nicely. Comfort means no bod- 
ily discomfort, and for this Krishna 
Consciousness education, many 
Calcutta rich men will send their 
children. Actually the Bhaktivinode 
Institute was started for this pur- 



pose, but they have turned it into 

an ordinary school." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 14/4/72) 

Prabhupada: No, if you take 
government help... 

Indian lady:6uf the students 
go for examination in the board 
also. 

Prabhupada: Examination or 
no examination, if you, they prac- 
tice the rules, that is sufficient ex- 
amination. [...] So if one is rising 
early in the morning, then what is 
the examination? That is already 
examined. If one has to rise early in 
the morning, attend the mangala- 
arati, sitting in the class and read- 
ing Bhagavad-gita, chanting Hare 
Krsna... These are all practical. There 
is no need of examination [...] 

Indian lady: But the parents 
want certificate. 

Prabhupada: Therefore, if you 
want to satisfy the parents, the gov- 
ernment, then it is not possible. You 
have to satisfy Krsna.

Not sannyasi business 

Prabhupada: "It is not sannyasi's 
business. For starting a school, the 
government is there, public is there. 
Why you are...? That means brahma 
satyam you could not understand. 
You are coming to school-starting"

Editor replies: At the IRM 

we prefer to follow the teachings 
of Srila Prabhupada, rather than 
anyone's opinion, especially when, 
as in your case, it is not supported 
by even one statement from Srila 
Prabhupada. You are resentful of 
Srila Prabhupada being seen as 
a messianic figure, but according 
to Srila Prabhupada, anyone who 
comes to deliver the fallen souls 
should be seen as a messiah: 

"All the messiahs — saints who 
have come before or who will 
come in the future to preach the 
transcendental message of the 
kingdom of Godhead — are to be 
understood asthemostconfidential 
servants of the Personality of 
Godhead.

Editor replies: We do not 

say that there will only be one 
guru forever. We say that Srila 
Prabhupada is the current link 
in our parampara (disciplic 
succession), and he will remain 
the current link as ISKCON's Guru 
until the predicted demise of 
ISKCON within 10,000 years: 

"Hare Krishna will be finished 
within 10,000 years. There will be 
no more Hare Krishna." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 
May llth-1 4th, 1969) 

For Srila Prabhupada to 
remain as the current link only 
invalidates bogus gurus in 
ISKCON from succeeding him. So 
anyone claiming to succeed Srila 
Prabhupada, whether ISKCON 
gurus or your new guru Narayana 
Maharaja ("NM"), must present 
orders from Srila Prabhupada 
to this effect: "Spiritually

ISKCON leader His Grace 
Kripamoya Das, whose mani- 
fold responsibilities include be- 
ing ISKCON UK Congregational 
Director, Bhaktivedanta Manor 
Temple Council member and 
Chairman of ISKCON's European 
Council, recently wrote an ed- 
itorial piece about BTP on his 
website. Kripamoya prabhu's ar- 
ticle graciously acknowledges the 
sincerity behind the IRM's mis- 
sion to restore Srila Prabhupada 
to his position as the sole initiat- 
ing (diksa) Guru of ISKCON. We 
herewith present extracts from 
Kripamoya prabhu's article in the 
tinted boxes, with our comments 
underneath. All his quotes are 
taken from "Thoughts on 'Back 
to Prabhupada' magazine", The 
Vaishnava Voice, February 8th, 
2007. 

SW'well-researched" 

"The magazine is very well pro- 
duced on glossy paper with col- 
our photographs and well-re- 
searched articles." 

This is a tacit acknowledge- 
ment thatBTP contains accurate 
and truthful information, other- 
wise how can its articles be "well- 
researched"? 

BTP read "several times" 

"I have read them several times 
before because propounders of 
this particular idea distribute 
their magazines with great en- 
thusiasm at our Rathayatra fes- 
tivals around the country." 

It is refreshing to see an 
ISKCON leader who does not ad- 
vocate attacking and beating up 
BTP distributors! We have noted 
in BTP issue 8, how one ISKCON 
Rathayatra Festival organiser ad- 
vocated the concept of "violent 
love", arguing that beating up BTP 
distributors is how ISKCON devo- 
tees should show their "love" for 
Srila Prabhupada (see "Violent 
Love", BTP issue 8). In addition, 
we have noted the thug tactics 



displayed against a BTP distribu- 
tor by a GBC member and others 
at the Detroit Rathayatra, as high- 
lighted on page 5 of this issue. 

BTP widely distributed 

"They are also mailed in sub- 
stantial numbers to almost any- 
one whose postal address is list- 
ed in any ISKCON publication." 

Indeed, "substantial numbers" 
of ISKCON supporters who receive 
BTP are also writing in substantial 
numbers in support of BTP, as evi- 
denced from our Letters pages. 

BTP "sincere" in intention 

"The particular ideas put for- 
ward by those who espouse 
the ritvik doctrine are sincerely 
heart-felt and have developed 
out of concern for the well be- 
ing of ISKCON's members." 

We are grateful to Kripamoya 
prabhu for publicly stating the 
truth about the IRM's motiva- 
tion in acting for the well-being 
of ISKCON and its members. This 
statement echoes that recently 
made by the GBC in their recent 
debate with the IRM {seeBTP 13), 
viz: 

"There is no doubt that both 
ISKCON's leadership and the IRM 
have acted and are acting to estab- 
lish what each considers the correct 
theological conclusion with regard 
to the affairs of gurus and disci- 
ples." (GBC submission, The Rival Positions 
in the IRM-GBC Controversy within ISKCON, 
Martin-Luther University, Germany, 2006). 

Now we wait for ISKCON's 
leadership to ACT on their words 
and lift the ban on IRM devotees 
worshiping in Srila Prabhupada's 
temples, and allow each ISKCON 
devotee the opportunity to read 
BTP and The Final Order and make 
up their own minds.

"Now of course, this sort of pas- 
sionate expression of thoughts 
and feelings is beneficial, even 
when accompanied by zealous 



table thumping and highly 
charged journalism." 

GBC, you may not listen to us, 
but at least listen to one of your 
own! 

BTP "sign of intellectual 
vitality" 

"The energetic discussion of 
ideas and political reform with- 
in a movement like ours is not 
only to be expected, but en- 
couraged. Writing, debate, and 
campaigning should be regard- 
ed as a sign of intellectual vital- 
ity, particularly within a spirit- 
ual community that wishes to 
avoid the theological constipa- 
tion that debilitates many reli- 
gious organisations." 

If such discussion is to be 
encouraged, why then are IRM 
devotees BANNED from some 
ISKCON temples, most notably 
Bhaktivedanta Manor, of which 
HG Kripamoya prabhu is a tem- 
ple council member, simply for 
engaging in this discussion? This 
can only mean that the temple 
authorities are afraid of "intellec- 
tual vitality" which, of course, is 
completely antithetical to Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings: 

"A sincere student should not 
neglect the discussion of such con- 
clusions, considering them con- 
troversial, for such discussions 
strengthen the mind." 
{Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Adi-lila, 2:117) 

Accepts ISKCON gurus not 
liberated 

"Our contemporary ISKCON 
Vaishnavas who have assumed 
the role of guru for their stu- 
dents would never claim to be 
liberated souls, and are cer- 
tainly not the best devotees 
who have ever lived in history. 
They regard themselves as upa- 
karikas, or 'helpers/ in the mis- 
sion of the acarya. They don't 
claim to be perfect, and no- 
one makes that claim for them." 
However, all ISKCON gurus are 



worshipped "as-good-as-God" by 
their disciples, as takes place in 
daily guru-puja and annual Vyasa 
Puja ceremonies, and in doing 
so they are making a huge state- 
ment of how they wish others to 
view their spiritual status; for only 
a liberated soul, or mahabhaga- 
vata, is authorised and qualified 
to receive such worship: 

"When one has attained 
the topmost position of maha- 
bhagavata, he is to be accepted 
as a guru and worshipped ex- 
actly like Hari, the Personality 
of Godhead. ONLY such a per- 
son is eligible to occupy the 
post of guru". 

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila 
24.330 purport, emphasis added) 

"Srila Prabhupada is the 
spiritual master of everyone 
in ISKCON" 

"Back to Prabhupada was sent to 
me by someone who espouses 
the ritvik doctrine, the conclu - 
sion that since Srila Prabhupada 
is the spiritual master of eve- 
ry ISKCON member, that conse- 
quently there should be no oth- 
er initiations or gurus." 

This echoes Srila Prabhupada's 
statements that he indeed will be 
the initiating spiritual master of 
everyone in ISKCON: 

"Yes, I am the spiritual master 
of this institution, and all the mem- 
bers of the society, they're supposed 
to be my disciples. They follow the 
rules and regulations which I ask 
them to follow, and they are initiat- 
ed by me spiritually." 
(Srila Prabhupada Radio 
Interview, March 12th, 1968) 

Srila Prabhupada still giving 
guidance 

"Srila Prabhupada is the un- 
questionable source of all 
knowledge and guidance, direc- 
tion and encouragement for all 
of his senior disciples who now 
have disciples of their own." 
This echoes Srila Prabhupada's

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following statement, quoted in 
the IRM's postion paper, The Final 
Order, which is advertised for free 
dispatch at the back of each BTP: 

"I shall remain your personal 
guidance, physically present or not 
physically, as I am getting personal 
guidance from my Guru Maharaja." 
(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
July 14th, 1977) 

And if Srila Prabhupada is 
guiding his disciples today, then 
he can of course also guide every- 
one else in the same way, since it 
is accepted that Srila Prabhupada 
is able to teach followers even 
though he is not physically 
present. 

Disagrees with other ISKCON 
leaders 

"ISKCON continues to grow de- 
spite those many mistakes, and 
wherever it is growing you will 
find healthy guru-disciple rela- 
tionships." 

ISKCON gurus have issued 
statements that ISKCON is NOT 
growing, but rather is in melt- 
down: 

"How will we deal with our po- 
larized and disintegrating society?" 
(Ravindra Svarupa Das, 
GBC Chairman, May 2000) 

"The Society remains togeth- 
er more on the basis of a loose con- 
federation of initiating gurus and 
independent local leaders, than as 
a unified movement of surrendered 
servants." 

(HH Prahladananda Swami, ISKCON 
GBC guru and Sannyasa Minister, 
presentation to the GBC, Duties of 
GBC and Guru in ISKCON, 2006) 

Therefore Kripamoya prabhu 
may wish to correct his rosy as- 
sessment in consultation with his 
esteemed colleagues. 

Incorrect understanding 

'It is certainly true that there 
were those who took up this or- 
der (to be guru) prematurely, or 
who allowed the privileges and 
honour ensuing from the role to 
affect them, but that in itself - 
disappointing as it is - should 



not cancel thousands of years 
of tradition or the natural re- 
lationships which develop be- 
tween teacher and student to- 
day." 

BTP does not state that be- 
cause we have experienced prob- 
lems with gurus in ISKCON, there- 
fore only Srila Prabhupada should 
give initiation. Rather, we repeat 
Srila Prabhupada's teaching that 
only if he has ordered his disciples 
to succeed him as initiating gurus, 
can they give initiation: 

"One should take initiation 
from a bona fide spiritual master 
coming in the disciplic succession, 
who isauthorised by his prede - 
cessor spiritual master. This is 
called diksa-vidhana." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam 4.8.54, 
purport, emphasis added) 

No record of such an author- 
isation being given to those who 
currently initiate in ISKCON ex- 
ists. Hence it is not that certain 
ISKCON gurus "took up this order 
prematurely". Rather, there was 
no order, period. 

Phantom orders, part 1 

"It is not a fact that Srila 
Prabhupada did not want any- 
one to take disciples or to be- 
come the next in the parampara 
succession. Quite the opposite 
- and for obvious reasons. He 
told several of his disciples that 
this was the traditional process 
and that they must have even 
more disciples than he himself." 
Unfortunately, there is no 
record of Srila Prabhupada order- 
ing his disciples to replace him 
as the initiating Guru in ISKCON, 
only hearsay. And via hearsay ev- 
idence one can prove anything. 
Indeed, one of ISKCON's big- 
gest detractors and competitors, 
HH Narayana Maharaja, similarly 
claims his mission is authorized by 
such a phantom hearsay order he 
received from Srila Prabhupada. 

Phantom orders, part 2 

"At the Bhaktivedanta Manor 
in 1973 he told every devotee 



sitting in the temple room that 
he was 12th in the succession 
coming from Chaitanya 
Mahaprabhu and that: '...all of 
you are the 13th.'" 

There is no quote from 
Srila Prabhupada spoken at 
Bhaktivedanta Manor in 1973 
which mentions that his disciples 
"are the 13th". However, in the 
same charitable spirit Kripamoya 
prabhu has shown BTP, we have 
found for him a quote which most 
closely resembles what he is try- 
ing to quote here, and it is: 

"My Guru Maharaja is tenth 
from Caitanya Mahaprabhu, I am 
eleventh, you are the twelfth." 
(Srila Prabhupada Arrival Lecture, 
Los Angeles, May 18th, 1972) 

Srila Prabhupada simply 
states that since he is the elev- 
enth, and since he has disciples, 
they automatically become the 
12th generation coming from 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu. That Srila 
Prabhupada had disciples who 
have become the 1 2th generation 
is not disputed by anyone. What 
is non-existent is the order from 
Srila Prabhupada asking his dis- 
ciples to initiate their own disci- 
ples, thus producing a 13th gen- 
eration. 

Call for recognition 

"Surely those who want Srila 
Prabhupada to be exclusive- 
ly honoured, and who want us 
all to go 'Back to Prabhupada,' 
should recognise the contribu- 
tion of his senior disciples who, 
over the 30 years since his phys- 
ical departure, have brought 
tens of thousands of souls to his 
feet?" 

Unfortunately, as the facts 
show, such individuals have in- 
deed brought tens of thousands 
of souls, not to Srila Prabhupada's 
feet, but their own feet. For the 
whole ISKCON guru program 
is geared to capturing new re- 
cruits for the gurus themselves, 
to give them daksina (donations), 
to give them worship, and to look 
to them as the personality who is

their eternal savior "life after life", 
not Srila Prabhupada. And they 
have also drivenoway thousands 
of souls from Srila Prabhupada's 
movement: 

"FACT: ISKCON gurus have op- 
posed, oppressed and driven out 
many sincere godbrothers and god- 
sisters. 

(ISKCON guru HH Jayadvaita Swami, 
Where the Ritvik People Are Right, 1 996) 

And then there are also the 
thousands of hapless disciples of 
the 34 ISKCON gurus themselves, 
who have fallen down and left 
these disciples in the lurch, caus- 
ing many to abandon ISKCON. 

Conclusion 

So according to a senior 
ISKCON leader, BTP is: 

a) Well-researched; 

b) Beneficial; 

c)To be encouraged, as it is a sign 
of intellectual vitality essential to 
spiritual movements; 

d) Sincere in its intent; 

e) Widely read by himself and 
others. 

So it seems even ISKCON lead- 
ers are accepting that BTP is some 
thing with substance and merit 
which needs to be addressed. We 
urge Kripamoya prabhu to contin- 
ue his studies ofBTP and thus im- 
prove his understanding of Srila 
Prabhupada's teachings. 
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GBC cooks its own goose 



The pages of BTP have docu- 
mented how, in order to sus- 
tain the Great Guru Hoax, the GBC 
gurus are forced to invent phi- 
losophies which state that Srila 
Prabhupada can no longer be ac- 
cepted as Guru, and therefore we 
must instead accept their "liv- 
ing" representatives as substi- 
tute gurus for Srila Prabhupada. 
Unfortunately for them, HH 
Narayana Maharaja (hencefor- 
ward "NM") from the Gaudiya 
Matha is beating the GBC at their 
own game, arguing that if we must 
accept "living representatives" as 
substitutes for Srila Prabhupada, 
there is no reason we cannot ac- 
cept him as such a "living rep- 
resentative", especially since he 
claims he is the "best" availa- 
ble. And some have left ISKCON 
to join him, noting he is an eld- 
erly Indian sannyasi (renunciant) 
without any known record of ex- 
ternal falldown, whereas ISKCON's 
gurus have had an horrendous 
record in this regard. And with 
no order from Srila Prabhupada 
authorising any specific individu- 
als to succeed him, the GBC have 
no authority to support the legit- 
imacy of their gurus vis-a-vis NM, 
or any other competitors for that 
matter. Hence, in the absence of 
a clear mandate establishing in- 
dividuals in ISKCON as the au- 
thorised successor-gurus to Srila 
Prabhupada, it is not too difficult 
for others to just as easily claim 
that they are also the "real succe- 
sors"to Srila Prabhupada. Caught 
out by their own "any guru but 
Srila Prabhupada" philosophy, 
in a naked display of hypocrisy, 
ISKCON gurus have had no op- 
tion but to fight a rear-guard ac- 
tion by advocating basically the 
same arguments advanced by 
the IRM, to justify why one should 
not go to NM, but "stay with Srila 
Prabhupada". To fight off the IRM, 
the GBC gurus will argue we need 
them instead of Srila Prabhupada; 
and to fight off NM, the same gu- 



rus will argue we now need Srila 
Prabhupada instead of NM! Here 
is the proof of this blatant hypoc- 
risy in action: 

Only documented evidence 
from Srila Prabhupada 
accepted 

"Srila Prabhupada never told 
in any book, article, interview 
or any other documented state- 
ments, that Narayana Maharaja 
should become the siksa guru of 
ISKCON." 

(Hridayananda Maharaja, Letter, 
7/12/2000, "Understanding Narayana 
Maharaja via his own words and deeds", by 
Bir Krishna Swami and Urmila devi dasi) 

This is a blatant self-contra- 
diction, since the same applies 
to Hridayananda Maharaja, the 
person who has made this state- 
ment: 

"Srila Prabhupada never told 
in any book, article, interview 
or any other documented state- 
ments, that *Hridayananda* 
Maharaja should become a diksa 
guru of ISKCON." 

Yet this has not stopped 
Hridayananda Maharaja (hence- 
forward "HM") from posing as 
such a guru for 30 years now. For 
HM became guru in 1978 via the 
following fraudulent GBC resolu- 
tion: 

"However, for 1978, no new 
Spiritual Masters shall be ap- 
pointed other than the 7 1 select- 
ed by Srila Prabhupada." 
(GBC Resolutions, March 19th, 1978) 

And astheGBCthemselves lat- 
er acknowledged, when they dis- 
mantled this "zonal Acharya" guru 
system (Great Guru Hoax, part 1), 
no such appointment of "1 1" spir- 
itual masters ever took place: 

"Srila Prabhupada never 
said 'here are the next eleven 
acaryas, and they are authorised 
gurus for the movement' He did 
not do that." 

(Ravindra Svarupa Dasa, GBC-elected 
guru, San Diego debate, 1990) 

Similarly, there is nothing 



from Srila Prabhupada in any 
"book, article, interview or any 
other documented statements", 
naming ANYONE as a diksa guru 
of ISKCON. Yet ISKCON is happy to 
run around with 80 such undoc- 
umented gurus, but want peo- 
ple to reject NM via the use of a 
standard that they themselves do 
not follow. 

What makes this naked dou- 
ble-standard even more egre- 
gious is that HM admonishes 
against the use of precisely such 
a double standard: 

"We need the same rules for 
all Indologists. If purely religious 
claims can be fairly denied within 
the boundaries of objective ma- 
terial scholarship, then religious 
claims can certainly, in princi- 
ple, be fairly affirmed within the 
same epistemological, procedur- 
al and methodological ground 
rules. For as that old proverb 
teaches: 'What's good for the 
goose is good for the gander'." 
(Hridayananda Maharaja, ISKCON 
Communications Journal, Vol 3, Issue 1) 

Thus HM is more than happy 
to employ a rule requiring doc- 
umented statements from Srila 
Prabhupada to deny NM acting as 
a guru competitor to himself and 
the other ISKCON gurus, but refus- 
es to apply to it to establish the 
guru credentials for himself and 
other ISKCON gurus. Therefore 
HM needs to follow his own ad- 
vice, otherwise he will make more 
than just a goose of himself. 

Instruction to ISKCON takes 
precedence over personal 
testimony 

"In the ultimate issue, 
however, what matters is not so 
much what Srila Prabhupada 
may or may not have said to 
Srila Narayana Maharaja, but 
what Srila Prabhupada said to 
us, his disciples. And there is no 
record of him ever instructing 
the members of ISKCON to take 
direction from Srila Narayana 
Maharaja, other than to seek his 
advice concerning the details of 
performing Srila Prabhupada's 



samadhi ceremony." 

(Sastvarupa 'Maharaja', "Understanding 
Narayana Maharaja via his own words 
and deeds", by Bir Krishna Swami 
and Urmila devi dasi) 

By the same standard, we can 
note that in the matter of instruct- 
ing "the members of ISKCON", Srila 
Prabhupada issued the July 9th, 
1 977 directive to the whole move- 
ment, stating that ritviks (repre- 
sentative priests) had been ap- 
pointed to continue the process 
of initiation in ISKCON on his be- 
half. However, the GBC's papers 
and ISKCON gurus are more than 
happy to establish their own case 
for guruship, based on what was 
said not to the wider"members of 
ISKCON", but supposedly just to 
one person: 

"When he whispered to me 
in this room he told me, "You 
have to accept disciples and 
train them. You should have your 
own men, your own disciples. 
Otherwise how can you man- 
age? "He (Srila Prabhupada) told 
me that." 

(Gaura Govinda Swami Darshan, 11/24/89, 
wherein he relates the "personal 
whisper" evidence for his guruship - 
though GGS has now passed on, he is still 
eulogised as a great saint by the GBC). 

"You each be guru," he said. 
"As I have five thousand disciples 
or ten thousand, so you have ten 
thousand each. In this way, cre- 
ate branches and branches of the 
Chaitanya tree." 
(Hari Sauri Das's "private diary", 
quoted as "evidence" in GBC paper 
Prabhupada's Order, 1998) 

So again, the GBC refuse to 
apply the same standard of proof 
for their own gurus as they seek to 
impose on NM. 

No Acarya to come after Srila 
Prabhupada 

"Maybe you do not real- 
ize that you are insulting Srila 
Prabhupada. It was he who set 
up the system of ISKCON gurus 
that you are now decrying. Srila 
Prabhupada did not say that 
Narayana Maharaja or anyone 
else, mahabhagavata or not.

(Umpati Swami E-mail to 
Padmanabha Maharaja, 31/12/2006) 

Again, ISKCON's gurus are 
condemned by their own words, 
because similarly: 

"Srila Prabhupada did not 
say that *Umpati Swami* or any- 
oneelse, mahabhagavata or not, 
should become the next ISKCON 
diksa guru." 

So ISKCON gurus suddenly in- 
voke the lack of an explicit order 
to prevent NM coming "next" af- 
ter Srila Prabhupada, but such an 
absence of an explicit order has 
not prevented them from coming 
"next" to replace Srila Prabhupada 
in their hordes. Umpati Swami 
even has the temerity to state that 
Srila Prabhupada "set up the sys- 
tem of ISKCON gurus." 

This system of "ISKCON gurus" 
is that any person who gets a ma- 
jority vote from the GBC can be- 
come a diksa guru: 

"any GBC can present a diksa 
guru candidate before the GBC 
body. [...] and upon majority ap- 
proval of the body, he may take 
up the responsibilities of an initi- 
ating guru in ISKCON." 
(GBC Resolution No. 3, March 30th, 1986) 

Pray tell us WHEN, WHERE and 
HOW Srila Prabhupada "set up" 
this system, mandating that in the 
future his disciples must replace 
him as the diksa Guru for ISKCON 
by lining up to get voted-in as 
such by the GBC? Such evidence 
cannot exist for the simple rea- 
son that the system was manufac- 
tured as a result of a paper writ- 
ten in 1984 by Ravindra Svarupa 
Das, as we documented in BTP 
issue 12 (see "The man who ex- 
panded 1 1 to 70"), as an attempt 
to "reform" the "zonal Acharya" 
guru system in place at the time. 
Thus it was a system "set up" by 
Ravindra Svarupa and his band of 
so-called "guru reformers", not by 
Srila Prabhupada. 

Jumping over Srila 
Prabhupada 

"Regarding re-initiation, you 



say that there is scriptural jus- 
tification for it. I cannot deny 
that, but Srila Prabhupada said 
that it is forbidden, and Srila 
Prabhupada is my authority on 
all matters. I do not jump over 
him." 

(Umpati Swami E-mail to 
Padmanabha Maharaja, 24/12/2006) 

But the GBC are very happy 
to "jump over" Srila Prabhupada 
themselves when it comes to ad- 
vocating re-initiation from other 
ISKCON gurus, for their paper on 
"re-initiation" quotes extensively 
not from Srila Prabhupada (who 
as noted above never spoke of this 
concept), but from Bhaktivinoda 
Thakura's Jaiva Dharma and 
Narahari Thakura's Krsna 

Bhajanamrita. And indeed, in try- 
ing to defeat Srila Prabhupada's 
July 9th directive establishing a 
ritvik initiation system, they will 
happily try and quote previous 
Acaryas to try and "show the tradi- 
tion", realising that there are no in- 
structions from Srila Prabhupada 
which can help them in defeating 
Srila Prabhupada's own instruc- 
tions! 

No need for anyone other 
than Srila Prabhupada 

"And you yourself said that 
r/ieraganuga instruction is al- 
ready there in Krsna Book. I do 
not know of any instruction by 
Srila Prabhupada saying that we 
must find another mahabhaga- 
vata to explain it to us." 
(Umpati Swami E-mail to 
Padmanabha Maharaja, 24/12/2006) 

Now if we do not require NM 
to explain Krsna book to us, pray 
tell why do we need Umapati 
Swami to explain it to us? And 
if we do not need him to explain 
it to us, then what is the point of 
the GBC's "living guru" program 
where we must accept a "phys- 
ically present" guru, since Srila 
Prabhupada's books are suppos- 
edly "passive" and cannot "talk 
back" to us? So just exactly what 
do Umpati Swami's "disciples" 
need him for? We know why he 
needs them - to worship him "as 



good as God", give him daksina 
(donations) etc. But he apparent- 
ly is not needed by his disciples at 
all. 

Self-contradiction 

"/ have firm faith that no one 
can offer me any higher perfec- 
tion than what I will attain by 
following these instructions of 
Srila Prabhupada, and I will fight 
any effort to interfere and tell 
me or my disciples to go outside 
of ISKCON for instruction or ini- 
tiation." 

(Umpati Swami, E-mail to 
Padmanabha Maharaja, 24/12/2006) 

But as we have seen, these 
very same "instructions of Srila 
Prabhupada" do not mandate 
Umpati Swami replacing Srila 
Prabhupada as the diksa Guru for 
ISKCON, and taking his own dis- 
ciples. Therefore, again there is 
a hypocritical self-contradiction, 
with Umapati Swami trying to in- 
voke "Srila Prabhupada's instruc- 
tions" as the reason why "his dis- 
ciples" should not take instruction 
from NM, but "Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions" also do not mandate 
that Umapati Swami should even 
have any disciples to begin with! 

Conclusion 

By making these hypocritical 
statements to establish the stand- 
ard for evidence and proof in the 
case of NM, the GBC have well and 
truly "cooked their own goose", 
for now they are admitting that 
all claims for their own guruship 
must also be supported by doc- 
umented statements from Srila 
Prabhupada to all ISKCON mem- 
bers specifically naming them as 
gurus. Similarly, they also cannot 
now ever quote from anyone oth- 
er than Srila Prabhupada to sup- 
port their claims. This then leaves 
us with the following standard 
for evidence, as given by the GBC 
themselves: 

'Srila Prabhupada must issue 
a documented instruction to all 
members of ISKCON, naming a 
person to a specific capacity.'
